We should have done with 
Hitler’s Vichy stooges, whether they are in 
Vichy or in the Vichy embassy in Washing- 
ton.

The Pope’s Untimely Speech 


Now is the time when Catholics and peo- 

> ples of all other creeds are recognizing in- 
creasingly that the freedom of their nation 
as well as of their religion requires total 
destruction of Hitler by the sword. 
Therefore, Pope Pius’ address in which he 
called for peace and insisted upon “absolute 
impartiality toward all belligerents” in the 
present war, was most untimely and unfor- 
tunate. 

The objective effect of the speech is to 
play into Hitler’s hands. Such talk of peace 
only feeds the delay in launching a Second 
Front to beat Hitler this year. 

There can be no peace without the destruc- 
tion of Hitler as can very well be seen 
through Hitler’s continuous and horrible war 
against the peoples he is supposed to have 
conquered. The Pope’s stand is therefore in 
its effect, not for peace at all; it would lead 
to a Nazi victory and to a continuation of 
Nazi warfare against mankind. 

The Pope further stated that the Vatican 
had always worked for peace. But the record 
of the last few years hardly bears this out.

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In practically every crucial moment of recent 
history the Vatican managed to take a stand 
which in effect advanced war. 


In recent years when it was possible to 
maintain peace through international col- 
laboration and collective security, the Vati- 
can threw its weight on the side of the fas- 
cist aggressors. It did so when Mussolini 


ravaged Ethiopia. It did so again by throw- . 


ing its influence to Franco, Hitler and Mus- 
solini’s stooge, against the Spanish people 
who were predominantly Catholic. If the 
Vatican had taken a stand with the Spanish 
people against butcher Franco it would have 
helped to stave off the present war. 


The horrors and persecution which the 
Catholic peoples, including some of the high 
Catholic officials, have endured in Nazi occu- 
pied Europe, shows that the best interest of 
the Catholics lies in crushing Hitler in the 
quickest possible time. Catholic Americans 
along with those of all other creeds, will 
rally to the war to smash Hitler to protect 
their religious freedom as well as the free- 
dom of their country.

The feat, in its own way, is far more 
than any other record that has been set in the long, long 
history of the game. Few major league ball players have 
hit three homers in one game, let alone a pitcher. 

More remarkable still was his pinch-hit homer on 
Tuesday which gave him four in two days and a tie with 
the all-time record set by the late Lou Gehrig in 1932. 

Earlier in the season the 29-year-old Brave pitcher 
had smashed a four sacker with two men on. 

Tobin's amazing feats stamp him as the greatest 
hitting pitcher in the game today, and overshadows his 
brilliant hurling which has accounted for four wins and 
three losses so far, or more decisions than any other 
pitcher in the majors. 

Tobin’s sensational batting comes as no surprise to 
him. He always has been able to take his cut at the plate, 
and has never been the traditional “weak sister” which 
most pitchers are. 

Yesterday he recalled quite another simple feat. 
It was a number of he said: 
“When I was with Oakland I came up twice in the 


third inning with the bases loaded. I got a homer and 
a double and knocked in 7 runs. t the very next in- 
ning I was knocked out of the box.” 


Tobin's four-ply splurge has not only put him among 
the leading homer hitters of the majors but also brings 
him within easy distance of the all-time homer record 
of the pitchers, which was set by Wes Ferrell in 1931, 
when the Cleveland ace poled nine round-trippers in 48 


The Giants’ Hal Schumacher holds the National 
League homer record for pitchers with 6 in 44 games in 
1934 established when Schumie, was the “King Hal” of 
the league. 

Although the pitcher has been the traditional third 
out in baseball, there have been some flingers who have 
always been able to hold their own at the plate. Some, 
like Red Ruffing, Schoolboy Rowe, and Bucky Walters, 
have been used as pinch hitters many times. 

There have been many hurlérs who could have made 
the switch to some other position with little difficulty. 
Babe Ruth is the most prominent of the pitcher-slugger 
gents, but there have been at least a half dozen others 
who could have been hitting greats if hey had cared to 
make the change. 

No line-up would ever suffer with Red Ruffing in it. 
The ex-Illinois miner is as potent at the plate as a great 
majority of the .800 hitters in baseball.
